BUSINESS MEN AND FREE 
STATE TRADE. 


——— 


Mr. J. C. Foley, the president, who 
occupied the chair at the third annual 
meeting in Dublin of the Association of 
Chambers of Commerce in the Free State, 
called attention to the reported formation 
of an Irish section of the London Chamber 
of Commerce, and suggested that they 
should welcome the movement as a very 
useful channel of communication for the 
Associated Chambers of the Freé State. 

He referred to the continuous decrease 
in the country’s internal and external 
trade, and said that with a net adverse 
balance of indebtedness for last year of 
£8,000,000, the trade position was far 
from satisfactory. 

Looking to the future, the President, 
while admitting that there were diffi- 
culties to be overcome, said that there 
were signs which caused him to take an 
optimistic view, but much would depend 
on increased efficiency, better relatioris 
between employers and employés, and 
maximum production at minimum cost. 


THE TRADE POSITION. 
VERY UNSATISFACTORY. 


Proposing the adoption of the annual report 
and accounts, the President said that the 
Chambers of Commerce of Dublin, Cork, 
Limerick, Waterford, Drogheda, Dundalk and 
Sligo were already members of the Associa- 
tion; Galway and Clonmel Chambers would 
sqon join, and they hoped in time to see 
Chambers established in all the principal 
towns. (Hear, hear.) The Association was, 
therefore, in a position to speak with 
authority for the commerce of the whole of 
the Irish Free State, and it was believed that 
the spirit of co-operation and mutual con- 
fidence which existed between the State DA 
partments and the Association would be 
strengthened and developed as time went on. 
They hoped to «o-operate with the 
Chambers of Commerce of Northern Ireland 
in matters affecting the interests of the whole 
(Applause. ) 

Continuing, the President said that it was 
very difficult, in the absence of adequate 
reliable statistics, to give an accurate survey 
of the conditions of trade in the Irish Free 
State, but he was glad to notice that the 
value of industrial research and statistical 
information was being recognised, and that 
steps were being taken by the universities 


and the Statistical Branch of the Ministry’ 


of Industry and Commerce to remedy this 
weakness. Information available in different 
directions showed that trade in the Irish Free 
State was not improving. The following table 
makes this clear :—

tion profits tax, and they would not relax 
their efforts to get a Geddes Committee 
appointed to overhaul the works of the 
difterent departments of State. Everyone 
interested in the welfare of the country 
looked forward to the Banking Commission 
report, and traders generally were much con- 
cerned as to what steps, if any, would be 
taken in connection with the question of 
agricultural credits. One could not but realise 
that this constituted a problem, in view of 
the . difficulties of- debt collection, and the 
realisation of what should be the 
best security — land. It would appear, 
however, that a solution should be 
found if the better-class farmer, and through 
him the agricultural industry, was to be 
placed in a position to be the national asset 
which the present circumstances and time 
would justify. (Hear, hear.) 
PROBLEM OF TRANSPORT. . 

Dealing with the transport problem, he 
said~that it had been receiving much atten- 
tion during the past year. Early in the 
year, under the auspices of the Association, 
a conference of railway users was held and 
a special Railway Jraders’ Committee formed 
to watch the traders’ interests at each step 
in the proceedings before the Railway 
Tribunal during the consideration of the 
“‘ standard terms and conditions of carriage “ 
and the ‘‘ classification of goods,” upon both 
of which agreements had been reached. ‘The 
Railway Tribunal must next determine the 
standard revenue and fix railway rates. Dur- 
ing all these protracted proceedings matters 
of the gravest moment for the business in- 
terest were continuously arising, requiring 
and receiving the continuous care and atten- 
tion of this special committee and of their 
technical advisers. The different Associated 
Chambers were kept in close touch through- 
out with the deliberations. 

This was only part of the whole problem 
of transport—rail, road and sea. li the 
road transport developed so as generally to 
compete with the railway, an wnderstand- 
ing would ultimately be reached, doing away 
with competition, but requiring the country 
to pay for the upkeep of two systems, neither 
of which was fully occupied. The problem 
must be looked at as a whole and the different 
sections made to supplement rather than 
compete with each other, (Hear, hear.) 

HOPE FOR THE FUTURE. 

As to the future, he was very optimistic, 
though they would have many difficulties: to 
overcome. The Dublin Civic Survey Com- 
mittee—a voluntary body of citizens—had a 
few months ago issued a most valuable report, 
the result of some years of patient study, 
research and hard, continuous work. he 
Cork lown Planning Association had, as” a 
result of the same spirit of progress and 
determination, just published a similar report 
for the Southern city. The Tourist De- 
velopment, started again on a _ voluntary 
basis, had been a pronounced success. The 
thrift movement, which since its inception a 
short time ago, had received subscriptions to

_ The foregoing table, the Président said, 
indicated a continuous decrease in our in- 
ternal and external trade, and an increase in 
our adverse trade balance. Making due 
allowance for invisible exports and imports, 
it was calculated that the net adverse balance 
of indebtedness for the year 1925 was between 
£8,000,000 and £9,000.000. The trade position 
was, therefere, far from satisfactory, and 
every available means should be adopted to 
arrest this downward tendency. (Hear, hear.) 


INDUSTRIAL ORGANISATION. 


An all-important matter was _ industrial 
organisation, especially that of agricultural 
organisation. heir young business people 

ist do more thinking and planning, obtain 
more information as to the organisation of 
industries in competing countries, and depend 

themselves more than on the State. km 
pioyés should co-operate in the development 
of industries. Limitation of output was a 
very serious matter, and during its continu- 
ance the community would have neither 
cheap bread nor houses, the cost of living 
vould remain artificially high and the export 
trade would decline. 

Having referred to the necessity of civil 
spirit, and of the extension of the age of 
compulsory attendance at school, he xent con 
to say that the Council of the Association 
had succeeded in having reduced the Corpora- 
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date amounting to £2,000,000, was only in 
its infancy; it was still largely a school 
movement, 

Now the universities and schools generally 
were taking an active part, outside their 
official duties, in contributing to our 
country’s uplift. They had criticised the 
Government, and would do so again; but 
they were not blind to the initiative which, 
in the form of the Shannon scheme, the beet 
industry, and the Barrow drainage, was lay- 
ing a sure foundation for future industrial 
development. If they increased their 
efficiency, established better relations be- 
tween employers and employés, and got the 
young business men especially into the habit 
of thinking and planning; and if the 
objective of all was maximum production at 
minimum cost, they could éstablish that 
general optimistic spirit which was not to be 
undervalued as a factor in their future 
success. 

Mr. George Ryan (Limerick), senior Vice- 
President, seconded the motion, which was 
unanimously agreed to. 

GOVERNMENT AND CHAMBERS OF 

COMMERCE. 

On the motion of the President, a resolu- 
tion was adopted welcoming closer inter- 
communication between the various depart- 
ments of the Government and the Chambers 
of Gommerce, by means of which legislative 
and administrative proposals directly affect- 
ing the interests of the mercantile and manu- 
facturing community before their provisions 
are finally drafted; and suggesting that a 
representation on the subject be addressed 
to the principal members of the Government. 

BANKRUPTCY LAWS. 

Mr. J. C. M. Eason proposed that the 
proposals of the Conference on amendments 
to the Irish Bankruptcy Laws, held under 
the auspices of the ublin Chamber, be 
approved by the Association, and that the 
Minister of Industry and Commerce be 
asked to introduce the legislation necessary 
to give them effect. 

Explaining the proposals, he said that the 
Dublin Chamber felt that it was very desir- 
able to get approval for these proposals as 
to the reform of the Irish Bankruptcy Laws. 
Undischarged bankrupts at present could 
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Mr. D. P. Buckley (Cork) seconded. 

Mr. O'Dea (Dublin), drawing attention to 
what he déscribed as the ridiculous composi- 
tions offered by traders when they the 
protection of the Bankruptcy Court, said that 
traders paying 20s. in the £ had to compete 
with others who paid 2s, 6d. or Ss. in the £. 
That was most unfair, and he thought that 
there should be a limit fixed, below which, 
unless under very exceptional circumstances, 
compositions should not be accepted. A_limit 
of 10s., or Ean a smaller figure, should 
be fixed. (Hear, hear.) They should sup- 
port the traders who struggled to pay 20s. in 
the £, and if these men were not protected, 
the wholesale merchants would have to put 
up their shutters, 

Mr. Eason said that he had experience of 
eompositions of even 1s. and ls. 6d. in the £ 
being offered in many instances, and he felt 
that such a figure should not be accepted, 
unless, of course, it was due to circumstances 
outside the control of the trader. It was a 
very serious matter for traders ing Ws. 
in the £ to face the competition of t ose who 
paid a few shillings in the £, and if the 
traders went, the wholesalers might close te 

Mr. O'Dea said that it was absolute 
necessary that some standard should be fixed, 
and they should put it up to the State to 
fix that limit, and so protect its traders. 

Mr. Nally supported the suggestion that a 
minimum should be fixed for composition. 
Some young men started to trade on the 
strength of the credit that they got. They 
got into trouble and then sought the pro- 
tection of the Court, and an offer of 2s or 
2s. 6d. being accepted, they were allowed to 
continue to trade, That class of man was a 
parasite in Business, and should be extermin- 
ated by means of the bankruptcy laws. 

The motion was agreed to. 

CUSTOMS DUTY ON FURNITURE. 

Mr. Perry (Sligo) proposed that the Associa- 
tion was of opinion that the 354 per cent. 
Customs duty levied for the protection of 
the furniture manufacturing trade was never 
intended to operate against—as under the 
present regulations it did—vast numbers of 
smal] articles composed in part only of wood 
in daily use by people of all classes, and 
which are not now and never have been 
manufactured in the Irish Free State, and 
that the Government be asked to revise the 
schedule of imported goods classified as 
furniture. He pointed out that all clases 
of electro-plate and silver fitted with wood, 
such 4s a tea or coffee pot with an ebony 
handle, a cigarette case cedar lined, was 
we to 334 per cent. 

Mr. Nally seconded, and the resolution was 
agreed to. 
HOUSING LOANS. 

Mr. R. Murdock (Drogheda) moved that 
the Government should make some provision 
for longer terms for housing loans, to enable 
local authorities to let their houses at smaller 
rents, In Drogheda they had built houses, 
the economic rent of which was 7s. 6d. a 
week. They built on a loan for 15 years, 
but if they could get loans extended to 4 
period of 25 years the rent could be reduced 
to 5s. 6d. a week. 

Mr. McArdle, seconding, said that proper 
housing weuld be in the interest of the in- 
dustry and commerce of the country. 

Mr. John Good, T.D., said that if the 
money situation was easier than it was to- 
day the housing problem would not be so 
difficult. They should not look entirely to the 
Government to solve the housing problem, 
and unless they got housing into the position 
that it occupied in pre-war days, they would 
not get the number of houses that they all 
desired. Restrictions should be removed, 
and then housing would be taken up as an 
investment. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. S. D. Budd, supporting the resolution, 
said that no more important questiog, could 
be discussed by that Association than the 
housing question, because it not only affected 
the workingman, but also the employer. They 
could not get the best work out of a man who 
lived in squalid and overcrowded surround- 
ings, and the problem might be met in some 
degree by the Government guaranteeing long- 
term loans to local bodies. 

The .motion was agreed to. 

RAILWAY SERVICES. 

Mr. Dockrell (Dublin) proposed that while 
the Association was sheen ak the efforts 
being made by the Great Sorfthern Railway 
to get an improved service, they urged them 
to leave no stone unturned to give a more 
adequate and econamic service, and whenever 
eps to include collection and delivery. 

e said that they all recognised the diffi- 
culties under which the railway companies 
were working. The manner in which they 
faced the greatest crisis in their affairs since 
their. existence would determine whether they 
were going to be relegated to a position some- 
thing like the canals, or whether they would 
continue to hold the premier place as carriers. 
What the public was looking for was a rail 
service analagous to that given by motor cars. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. William Crowe seconded the motion. 
It was to all their interests to see their rail- 
ways were put m a sound position. Where 
possible the railways should endeavour 
to provide for collection, distribution 
The country wanted greater transport 
facilities, and the public wished to avoid 
their goods in transit being handled by 
several agencies. The railway company 
should endeavour to co-ordinate their ser- 
vices, and they all wished to see the railways 
prospering, because no country could prosper 
——£ an efficient railway service, (Hear, 
lear. ) 

Mr. Jackson, referring to the Great 
Southern Railway Company’s intention to 
reduce the line between Attymon and Galway 
to a single track, said that such a policy 
would not help the country, and particularly 
the railway. Cattle buyers were now fitting 
up motors to carry cattle bought at the fairs 
direct from the fairs to the North Wall, and 
the ‘‘ singling ” of the line would not help 
the country’s trade. . 

The motion was adopted. 


THE STAFFING OF CHAMBERS OF 
COMMERCE. 

Dr. Lombard Murphy proposed that the 
Association recommends that members of 
Chambers of Commerce should give pre- 
fetence to graduates of the University schools 
of commerce when filling appointments on 
their staffs. --ie sai! that Trinity College, 
Dublin, had established a hind of com- 
merce at the beginning of this academic year 
which was now coming to a close. There 
was arother school of commerce 
National University, established in 
Last year there were 25 graduates who ob- 
tained the degree of B.Com.; 137 students 
had graduated, and this year there were 156 
students attending University College, 
Dublin. These schools had not received a 
real measure of support from the leading 
business firms. The vast majority of these 
raduates remained in Ireland. Mai of the 
Brilliant graduates entered the Civil Service, 
and those who had been appointed to com- 
mercial firms had done exceedingly well. 

Mr. John Good seconded, and the motion 
was unanimously adopted. \ 

EMPLOYMENT FOR YOUNG PEOPLE. 

Mr. Good proposed that the Association 
request the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce and the Minister for Education to take 
such steps as would lead to a lessening, if 
not the entire removal, of the difficulties 
which large numbers of boys and girls leaving 
national schools experience in endeavouring 
to enter trades and other suitable employ- 
ment. He said that the State took charge of 
boys and girls up to the age of 14 years; but 
they ho that under the recent Act that 
responsibility would be extended to the age 
of 16 years. In Dublin 6,000 boys and ins 
left the national schools every year, and of 
these the greater number registered at the 
Labour Exchange. The Juvenile Advisory 
Board were able to get employment for only 
one in every six. There was a big moiety of 
boys and girls who got no chance in life, and 
though they blamed these for not ming 
decent and useful citizens they gave these 
young people no chance of becoming useful 
citizens. e Commission to be set up would, 

erhaps, go towards solving that problem, and 
e hoped that something might be done to 
rectify that unsatisfactory state of ;ffairs. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. G. R. Ryan referred to the difficulty 
of boys and girls leaving school being appren- 
ticed to trades. Nearly all trades were now a 
closed borongh to those other than the sons 
and daughters of members of those trades, 
and ‘very little could be done by employers. 
The Government invested money in edaca- 
tion, and he thought. that boys or 
girls should be free to take up any 
trade that they had a liking for. Employers 
found it impossible to find skilled workers, 
and the supply was not equal to the demand 
owing to the strictures the trade unions. 
As a result work was held up, and postponed 
indefinitely in many cases. This was a serious 
matter for the future industries of the country, 
and he would suggest that a conference, con- 
sisting of representatives of the Government, 
of employers and of the unions ‘should be he'd 
with a view to finding some solution. The

NEED FOR. SPLRIT OF 
CO-OPERATION.

(Mr. T. M. Healy) paid a tribute to the 
work of the Government at the luncheon 
of the Companions of St. Patrick, held 
in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, yester- 
day, Senator James Moran presiding. 

Mr. Healy said that he would expect 
from their Government only what could be 
done, but to think that they could make 
this country into a new heaven or a new 
earth was to expect the impossible. 

Mr. Lindsay Crawford, Free State trade 
representative in New York, expressed the 
opinion that the Free State had much lee- 
way to make up in the matter of a greater 
co-operative spirit.

TOWARDS SUCCESS AND 
PROSPERITY. 


THE IRELAND OF THE PAST, 

Senator Moran said that the Companions of 
St. Patrick knew no boundary, and it was 
quite possible for a man who was not born in 
Ireland. but who had been resident in Ireland 
for a given number of years, and who had 
decided to make his residence in this country, 
to be accepted as a Companion. 

Mr. T. M. Healy, the Governor-General cf 
the Free State, said that it was stated that 
every day Ireland was getting “worser and 
worser,” but every time he heard those 
words he thought of the long struggle that 
this country has experienced, and that now 
they were in the way of success and pros- 
perity. 

He suggested to those who took a gloomier 
view of the situation that this was a young 
Government, that this was a young State, and 
that this was the first time in seven and a 
half centuries that its sons had had the 
chance of putting their shoulders to the 
wheel. Four or five years would see a great 
change in everything connected with this 
country. .If they looked at the other races 
of the world, it was remarkable the line that 
was being taken. Could anyone say that the 
people of Russia were happier now than they 
were under the Czar? ake Spain, for ‘n- 
stance, with her Parliament abolished. It 
was only the other day that he had read 2f 
a revolution in Portugal. And then there 
was that great genius who had done so 
much for Italy. 

THEN AND NOW. 

Now, in Ireland they were only experiment- 
ing, and three years did not give time for many 
experiments; and yet to show the advance 
that had been made let them consider the 
Ireland of 1926 and the Ireland of 1826. In 
the Ireland of 1826 there was an ascendancy, 
there was enforced payment of tithes, arid 
the whole country was under a system of 
landlordism, when the people were liable to 
be put out of their holdings at six to twelve 
months’ notice. 

He himself, Mr. Healy continued, had spent 
twenty years of his life trying to get rid 
of the Giant Juries. They had in Treland 
twenty gentlemen in every county minding 
the affairs of the country and doing what 
they liked. County councils were established, 
and he had read the other day where one 
of their Ministers had said that a 
county council! was a Magna Charta for 
jobbery. The Government of Britain 

retired from twenty-six of their 
counties, and in its stead they now had a 
system of popular Government, with free ex- 
pression of opinion, free debate, etc.; and its 
members are enabled and entitled to take any 
course they liked for the benefit of their 
country. 

He would expect from these gentlemen only 
what could be done, but to think that they 
could make this country into a new heaven or 


a new earth was to expect the impossible. | 


One man shouts for protection and another 
man for free trade, and somebody, perhaps, 
may ask for a tax on coal to aid the bogs of 
this country. Then, when a course is taken, 
it pleases one man and displeases another 
man. 

" In conclusion, the Governor-General thanked 
the Companions of St. Patrick for the welcome 
they had given him. 

THE SPIRIT OF OPTIMISM. 

Mr. Lindsay Crawford, Free State Trade 
Representative in New York, said that he 
would agree with the Governor-General as 
regards the question of pessimism. Nothing, 
after all, succeeded like optimism. The man 
who did his work with a spirit of @ptimism 
generally did it more successfully and got 
better results. He had been interested a good 
deal by the advance made by this country 
since he was last here twelve years ago. 

Travelling from Queenstown a person could 
not help noticing the change that had taken 
os in the country in the last few years. 

here were better housing conditions; the 
country, if anything, looked more beautiful, 
and on every hand one saw  well-clothed 
children, with an intelligent look on their 
faces. A tremendous advance had, indeed, 
been made. In the various circumstances the 
standard of living in this country must be 
low. The people could not afford the luxury 
goods manufactured here, and, therefore, they 
must import the cheaper articles. With regard 
to their trade with the United States, they 
possessed a valuable asset in the friendship 
that the United States had for them. 

NEED FOR CO-OPERATION. 

They had been shown every courtesy at the 
hands of the United States, and if they ever 
required information every department: of that 
Government was at their disposal. That 
Government, was always ready to send people 
over to Ireland to give advice and assistance. 
One of the greatest characteristics of the 
people of America was their hospitality. In 
this country they still had the secrecy that 
was a relic of the old-world traditions. <A 
farmer would not let his neighbour know how 
his crops or anything else were getting on, or 
what he was doing to better them. In America 
there was no such thing as trade secrecy, but 
often business men co-operated for mutual 
benefit. 

In conclusion, Mr. Crawford said that he 
thought that this country had much leeway 
to make up in the matter of a greater co- 
operative spirit. 

Mr. William Findlater,; in moving a vote 
of thanks to the Chairman, paid a tribute to 
the work done by Senator Moran for their 
native City of Dublin. 

r. G. L. O'Connor seconded the vote of 
thanks, which was with acclamation, 
and Senator Moran briefly replied.

THE RENTS BILL. 


PROBLEM OF SUB-LETTING 
DISCUSSED, 


CORONERS’ SALARIES,

Lord Glenavy presided at yesterday’s 
meeting of the Free State Senate. The 
following business was transacted :— 

Increase of Rent and Mortgage Interest 
(Restrictions) Bill — Committee stage 
passed. 

Unemployment Insurance Bill—-Report 
stage passed. | 

Local Elections (Dissolved Authorities) 
Bill—Report stage passed. 

Civic Guards (Acquisition of Premises) 
—Final stage passed. 

Coroners’ Bill--Committee stage passed. 

Shop Hours Drapery Trades (Dublin 
and District) Bill—Committee stage 
passed.

THE RENTS BILL. 

The Committee stage of the Increase of 
Rent and Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) 
Bill, 1926, was taken 

Mr. Farren moved to omit Section 6 cf 
the bill, which gives a landlord power to 
increase the standard rent by 20 per cent., 
in place of the 10 per cent. as at present, 

Sir John Keane said that some moderately 
oor people had invested their money im 
ais property before 1913, and all they were 
allowed at present, when the cost living had 
increased by 80 per cent. was a 10 per cent. 
increase. 

Mr. O’Higgins said that when the bill was 
being discussed last week he used a phrase 
in reference to Mr. O'Farrell, describing his 
speech as “an ignorant tirade." He now 
wished to substitute for that expression: 
éill-infíormed,” and to express his regret for 
having used the objectionable phrase. The 
increase that was proposed in the new section 
was not unreasonable, and it would not 
impose any serious burden on the tenant, 
because the rates were falling. 


DUBLIN AND BELFAST. 

Mr. Farren said that the rents. that were 
charged in Dublin were far higher than the 
rents in any other city. If he compared 
Dublin with Belfast he would find that rents 
were on a much lower scale in Belfast. 

The amendment was lost. 

Sir John Keane moved the insertion of a 
new section, the eflect of “which would be 
that any house in which business was carried 
on, irrespective of the extent of the business, 
should be classified as business premises, and 
brought under the higher scale of increase. 

He said that people furnished a room or 
two in business premises in order to have 
them classed as dwelling-houses. 

Mr. O'Higgins, opposing the amendment, 
said that he made inquiries in connection 
with a similar amendment moved in the Dail, 
and ine found that many of these ps— 
were dwelling-houses, «in which iuckster 
shops were carried on, not shops which had 
been converted into dwealing-houses. 

Sir John Keane said that it had been 
argued that there were too many of these 
small shops, and that the existence oí them 
accounted to some extent for the high prices 
obtaining. He admitted that his amendment 
might drive some of them out of business. 
Having regard to the sympathy expressed by 
the Minister, he had hoped that this conces- 
sion would be granted. 

Mr. O’Higgins—You cannot have both 
sympathy and concessions. If you press for 
con¢essions you will alienate the sympathy. 
(Laughter. ) 

The amendment was lost. 


SUB-LETTING, 

Sir John Keane moved an amendment to 
deal with sub-letting by making the landlord, 
as well as the tenant and the sub-tenant 
parties to an agreement for the sub-letting of 
part of a dwellinghouse. He said that there 
were tenants who had never spent a penny 
on their houses now receiving high rents for 
rooms which they sub-fet. 

Mr. Farren described the amendment as 
audacious. People were forced to live in 
rooms because they were unable to get houses. 

Sir Nugent Everard—Are you in favour of 
sub-letting at all’ 

Mr. Farren said that he was against sub- 
letting on principle, but when people were 
unable to get houses they had to take rooms 
in which to live. There was a large number 
of young people in Dublin who could not get 
married because they could not get houses. 

Mr. O’Higgins said that sub-tenants were 
protected against exploitation under the 
existing Acts. In view of the shortage of 
i houses it would not be wise to restrict sub- 
letting. If people were active in protecting 
their rights there was provision in the Act of 
1923 and in this bill which would safeguard 
them from the imposition of excessive rents. 
In the circumstances, he was not prepared to 
write into the bill that there could not be 
sub-letting without the consent of the land- 
lord, or that the landlord should share to the 
extent of a quarter the rent charged to the 
sub-tenant. He feared that the result of such 
a provision would be a substantial increase in 
the rent charged to sub-tenants. 


FLATS. 

Mr. Foran asked what was the position of 
people who occupied flats or residential houses 
that were converted into flats. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that he had no doubt 
that flats were covered by Section 5 of the 
till, which said that a house, or part of a 
house, that was sub-let was subject to control. 

The Chairman—Unless the flats have been 
constructed since 1919. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the underlying idea 
of the legislation was to encourage the con- 
struction of flats. Minor alterations in a house 
to enable it to be let in separate tenancies 
would not put it outside the Act. 

The further consideration of the amendment 
was postponed until the report stage is taken.

CORONERS BILL. 

In Committee on the Coroners (Amendment) 
Bill, Mr. Linehan moved to delete Section 2, 
which provided that in every case where 
death occurred without the person having 
been attended by a medical doctor during his 
last illness and until his death, the coroner 
should require a report from the Civic Guards 
in order that he might decide whether an 
inquest should be held or not. The workin 
of that clause would, in his (Mr. Linehan’s) 
opinion, cause considerable hardship to the 
relatives offthe deceased person, because they 
would not/know when they could bury the 
body until after the coroner had held an 


inquest. 

Mr. S. L. Brown, K.C., observed that there 
was a good deal in the point raised by 
Senator Linehan, and suggested an altera- 
tion in the clause that he thought would meet 
the objections. 

Mr. Linehan accepted the alteration, and 
the section as amended was passed. 

Moving an amendment proposing that the 
coroner Should direct the jury to confine their 
verdict to the cause of death without implicat- 
ing or exOnerating any person whatsoever, 
Dr. O’Sullivan remarked that it would be a 
great relief to jurors and coroners not to have 
to go outside the duty of ascertaining the 
cause of death. 

Consideration of the amendment was post- 
poned to the report stage. 

Mr. Linehan moved the deletion of the 
clause which states that within a year of the 

ing of the Act any county council employ- 
ing @ coroner shall revise the salary, but in 
no case shall a salary be diminished. 

Dr. O'Sullivan said that the salaries of 
coroners were originally fixed on the basis of 
the expenses of that period, which were much 
less than they were to-day. 

The Chairman said. that Mr. Horgan had 
made out a good case for the revision of 
salaries when the bill was before the Special 
Committee. 

Mr. Brown said that the County Councils 
were not compélled to increase salaries but 
only to revise them.

NATIONAL GAME PROTECTION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMBS. 
Srm,—I have read with interest the letter 
in yesterday's /rish Times from ' Derry 
Ouin” on the above subject, and the 
references to the association resent will 
be appreciated by our members. | can assure 
your correspondent that this association has 
not been wanting in using every possible 


activity for the furtherance of the object he} 


advocates, and it is now more than a year 
since an advisory report on the whole subject 
was (at the invitation of the Government) 
drawn up and furnished to the Minister 
requesting it. This advisory report was com- 
piled in consultation with the Irish coursing 
clubs, and, we believe, has also the support 
of Irish farmers generally. It embraces most 
of the suggestions of ' Derry Quin,”’ including 
a propoal that a decent sense of citizenship 
in the youth of the country might be in- 
culcated in the national schools. 

The difficulty of keeping a voluntary 
association ot as ours) alive during past 
troubles and through this period of transition 
has been great; but the loyal support, 
financial and otherwise, of the best sports- 
men in the country, forming its member- 
ship, has so far enabled it to function con- 
tinuously. It is most desirable that the new 
Game Act should be modelled somewhat on 
the lines of the excellent Fishery Act, 1925, 
which has proved so great a success in the 
protection of salmon and trout. Game and 
gun licence duties should certainly be 
utilised entirely for the protection of game 
in the same way as salmon licence duties and 
fishery rates are exclusively the income of 
fishery conservators and administered by 
them for the protection of fish. 

That the Government are fully alive to 
the importance of game as a valuable national 
asset, and are determined to bring in new 
legislation simplifying and codifying existing 
game statutes, there need be no doubt: dnt 
that there will be sufficient time for the 
introductiong and passing of such intended 
legislation within the present session, and 
before the next game season opens, I fear 
there is much doubt. Its postponement until 
the Autumn session will be a serious loss for 
game interests and a great disappointment 
to sportsmen.—Yours, etc.,

THE IRISH LANGUAGE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

iSIR,—Ín your issue of June 8 you report a 
speech by Mr. Frank Fahy, T.D., at Cappa- 
white. Mr. Fahy appears to have lost his 
mental balance on that occasion, and I would 
like to correct some of his unbalanced state- 
ments, It is not true that any party ia 
Ireland wishes to prevent the “revival of 
Irish,” if this means the study of Irish on the 
part of those who are interested in the langu- 
age. What a great many of the Irish people 
do strongly object to is the attempt to change 
the present national or vernacular language of 
the vast majority of the Irish people for a 
language of which they at present know little 
or nothing, and for the learning of which they 
have neither the time nor the talent, and the 
forcing of that language upon their children 
against their wishes. 

lt is time to drop humbug and deal with 
facts. What is the use of pretending that 
Irish is our ‘‘official’’ language, and our 
‘national ’’ language’? In what language are 
the speeches in the Dail and Senate conducted? 
In what language did Mr. Fahy make his 
speech at Cappawhite? Does he ‘not know 
that if he spoke in Irish his audience would 
not understand him’ The whole world, I 
suppose, knows where Dublin is. How many 
people could spell, pronounce, or recognise 
Ireland’s capital city under its ancient Gaelic 
name of Baile Ath Cliath? Our American 
friends have heard of Queenstown, but Cobh 
would puazle them. 

Mr. Fahy speaks in a manner that is in- 
consistent with the Constitution of the Irish 
Free State. That Constitution recognises no 
division of Gaels or West Britons or foreigners. 
We have all equal rights under the Conatitu- 
tion, and the majority must rule. No doubt, 
Mr. Fahy will live to see all Ireland Irish- 
speaking if his sentiments represent those of 
the overwhelming majority of his feilow- 
countrymen. If they do not, he must learn to 
be content to follow his own personal ideals, 
and to make no attempt to impose them upon 
those who do not appreciate them. 

The ' supremacy of the Gael” is to-day a 
meaningless expression. There are no pure 
Gaels in Ireland, and the possession of a 
Gaelic or an English name has come to signify 
very little. We can all see this when we look 
round our own circle of friends and neigh- 
bours. That party in Ireland will ‘‘ have the 
upper hand”’ which stands for the good, the 
just, and the true. The Irish people want 
truth and common-sense, and they do not 
care whether it comes from a Fahy or a 
Fletcher.—Yours, etc.,

SECONDARY TEACHERS.

“Srr,—In the published reports of the Dail 
debate on the Secondary Education estimate 
the Minister for Education is quoted as say- 
ing that the Catholic Headmasters’ Associa- 
tion had made my Association an offer for 
the erection of an appeal authority similar to 
that provided for national teachers under the 
Maynooth resolution. This is not correct.

The latter 
notifies the teacher of the manager s desire, 
states the grounds put forward, and sum- 
mons the teacher to appear at the hearing 
in his own defence. Only after this “ trial,” 
and after the bishop has decided in favour 
of the manager can notice of dismissal be 
served. 

The Catholic Headmasters’ Association will 
admit that the proposals made by them to 
my Association do not make any provision 
of this kind, and it is extraordinary that 
the Minister for Education should have pub- 
licly made a statement, the correctness of 
which he could easily have tested. His 
statement, as reported, suggests that my

and has obstructed a settlement. That sug-

ADDRESS, 


ROFESSOR H. PARKER WILBIS, 
P who is Chairman of the Free State 
Banking Commission, and a distinguished 
American economist, delivered an im- 
portant address on “ Banking and Credit 
in the Saorstat ” at the annual. general.

‘‘ Perhaps the business man’s most unques- 
jionable and most essential need in connec- 
tion with currency is that his unit of value, 
and his standard of value, as well, shall be 
identical with those of the people with whom 
he does most of his business. Nothing is so 
disturbing to trade and so great a hindrance 
to success in ail importing and exporting as 
the existence of a varying unit, or the de- 
velopment of an exchange premium or dis- 
count upon the currency unit of ‘a given 
couutrv. Lack of uniformity in the unit of 
value is, in itself, a severe handicap to busi- 
ness, but to have such variation in unit 
accompanied by variation in valué giving rise 
to exchange premiums is almost a disaster. 
You are, fortunately, free from any such con- 
dition here, for your unit and standard of 
value are identical with those of the people 
with whom you clo most of your business. 

‘There 1s one element which I find pro- 
foundly lacking im the Saorstat. We call it 
faith when rt is expressed: in terms of *re- 
ligious belief or doctrine, and confidence 
when it has reference to financial or commer- 
cial conditions,- In either field it is an essen-

IMPRESSIONS GF IRELAND 


DEVELOPMENT. 

Professor Parker Willis said that as that 
was the first occasion on which he had the 
pleasure of meeting a body of ‘Irish business 
men, he would like to say a few words with 
reference to the impressions that- he hed got 
of their country. .

There was no' reason why he should 
feel otherwise, for he had found here what- 
a stranger could wish—a lotely. country,.with 
its ancient-storied association, with its natural 
beauties, and courteous, kindly people, who, 
spparently, were disposed to do what they 
rould to make the strangér feel at home. 

Before he came to Ireland he was interested 
in her efforts to solye the age-long problem 
and in establishing-a-néw State in. ‘close 
proximity to the greater State by which. they 
were overshadowed, and he was.interested in 
her relationship to the United States of 
America, to which.-she had -contributed.. so. 
largely and in which she had -se. great. an 
estate and so long an. interest...

MEETING IN DUBLIN 
POSTPONED.

BELFAST’, Wednesday. 

The diminished attendance at the General 

Assembly in Belfast this morning was an 
indication that no question of burning interest 
was on the agenda, but a good deal of 
routine business of importance was trans- 
acted, 
A proposal was made that next year the 
Assembly should meet in Dublin. The 
Moderator, however, stated that it would be 
more suitable to Presbyterians in the South 
to have the Assembly meet in Dublin in a 
Subsequent year, and it was accordingly 
agreed to meet in 1927 in Belfast. 

The Moderator, ‘the Rev. R. K. Hanna 
(Dublin) said that they had not a hall swit- 
able, and they would not be in a position 
to fake the Assembly to Dublin until their 
new hall was ready. 

The report of the Board of Finance dealt 
with several matters of interest. One of 
these was the allocation of a sum of £7.400 
received out of the estate of the late Mr. 
McBirney, of Limerick. To the Presbyterian 
Association in Dublin there has been given 
£1,355. The Presbyterian War Memorial 
Hostel in Belfast receives a similar sum, and 
the Augmentation Fund, the Bursary Fund 
fo” students, the Shankill road Mission, the 
Castleblayney Congregation, and the Strand 
Church receive substantial sums. 

In - regard to the position of Junior 
Clerk, the Board of Finance made certain 
recommendations, especially tliat he «should 
bea minister who would continue for some 
time .in his pastorate, and should be, in 
efiect, a part-time officer. This was agreed 
0. 


A proposal was then submitted to the 
House by the Rev. G. Clements and the 
Rev. C. H. Hunter, that the retiring age 
of the appointee to the office should be fixed 
at 72 years, but it failed to carry a majority 
of votes. - 

One of the most important committees of 
the Church is that on the Augmentation 
Fund, whose’ object is to assist the incomes 
of ministers in small Hvings.. The report of 
the fund, submitted by the Rev. James 
Rutherford and Mr. W. M. Clow, the con- 
veners. stated that during the year upwards 
of £5,000 was distributed to over 120 minis- 
ters in aid-receiving congregations. It is a 
matter of regret that the grants are not 
much: larger, for many ministers find it 
difficult. to. make ends meet on the meagre 
minimum income of a little over £4 per week 
and a manse. It is to be hoped that, under 
the leadership of the conveners, the Augmen- 
tation Fund will soon be in a position sub- 
stantially .te raise the minimum income of 
| beneficiaries. PaaS re BAR us 

Another. funds íor the -benefit of ministers 
is ‘the Aged and Infirm: Ministers’ Fund. 
This fund; after a long period of stagnation, 
has been: making steady. advance in 
prosperity. The capital has within recent 
vears been substantially increased,’ and there 
Is 4 verv good~prospert that in a few years 
the pension to retired ministers will be within 
sight of £200 per annum. 

‘An overture anent Evangelistic Missions 
stitred a good deal of interest and warmt4. 
The‘ object of this overture is to lessen; and, 
if possible, to end, the abuse of unauthorised 
persons conducting Evangelistic Missions 
within congregations of the Church:: 

The question had been submitted to the 
judgnient of Presbyteries throughout the 
Church during the year, and it was reported 
that* thirty-two Presbyteries had declared in 
favour of the overture and three against: In 
spite of this emphatic expression of opinion, a 
section of the Assembly contested the ques- 
tion, but in the end the overture was adopted 
by a two-thirds majority vote. 

“A vote that surprised most of the members 
of the. Assembly was that on the eligibility of 
women for office in the Church. It was pro- 
posed in 1925 that women should be eligible 
for , election’ as’ members of Congregational 
Committeés, and as Elders, and as members 
of committees of Presbyteries and the General 
Assembly. - The question was not discussed at 
all this year, as the Rev. Wiliam McDowell, 
the. leading speaker on the feminist side, 
missed his chance of intervening, but his 
party lost nothing by the mischance, and the 
overture was adopted by :149 votes to 144. 
Whether Congregations and Kirk Sessions will 
appoint women to the offices now thrown open 
to them is dubious. 

TENURE OF MANSES. 

An overture that for the past two years 
has engaged the consideration of a specially 
appointed and iniluential committee of the 
Assembly is concerned with the tenure of 
manses by: ministers. By ancient custom and 
law ministers enjoy the use of their manses 
for’ life, even when retired from active duty. 
One consequence. of. this practice is that 
when a minister retires his successor. often 
has difficulty in finding a suitable residence. 
The report.of the committee, recommending 
that in future ministers ordained and installed 
in pastoral charges shall enjoy the use of 
their manses only during the period of active 
ser vice, was submitted by the Rev. G. 1. ©. 
Clements, Convener. of the committee, and 
supported by Mr. David Weyms, and, with- 
out debate, passed into the law of the 
Church, 

The: committee was re-appointed, and in- 
stracted,to consider the position of existing 
incumbents, and draft a scheme of compen- 
sation for the benefit of those ministers who 
wished to surrender their manses upon re- 
tirement. 

There were four candidates for the election 
of junior clerk—the Rev. John Knowles, the 
Rev. William Mitchell, the Rev. J. C. Greer, 
and the Rev. Watson. The last 
secured an absolute majority at first vote. 

Dr. Lowe, now senior clerk, will continue 
to hold the administrative helm at the 
Church's headquarters.

COPYRIGHT IN UNITED 
STATES.

From Ovr POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


In a letter to the Jrish Times yesterday a 
ccrrespondent raised the question of Ameri- 
can copyright for Irish literary matter, and 
quoted from a communication addressed ‘to 
l:im by the Assistant Registrar of Copyrights, 
Washington, in which it was pointed out that 
copyright in United States could be secured 
only by authors of foreign countries’ with 
which reciprocal copyright relations had been 
established. 

It is correct, 1 am informed by the 
Ministry of External Affairs, that separate 
copyright relations with the United States 
have not yet been established by the Free 
State. ‘The position is that there is no copy- 
right Jaw’ as yet in. the Free State, 
and,, pending the enactment ef such 
legislation,- there can hardly be 
any question of reciprocal copyright relations 
between the two countries. The necessary 
legislation is embodied. in the Industrial and 
Commercial Property (Protection) Bull, or, as 
it. is better known, the Patents Bill, which at 
present is before # Joint Committee of the 
Oireachtas,. ‘The. Joint: Committee has almost 
finished its-examination of the measure, but it 
is doubtful whether it will be “reported.” 
before. the. autumn. session,. because of. the 
pressure of other business. 

There is a possibility that the bill will. be 
received for tinal consideration by the two 
Houses befote the recess, but, at any rate, it 
is certain to reach the Statate Book before 
Christmas. Stéps* will be taken immédiately 
afterwards to’ establish reciprocal copyright 
relations “with the United States.

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PASSPORT FOR AMERICA. 


WOMAN CHARGED WITH 
FALSE PRETENCES.

COLLEGE OF SCIENCE. - 


ITS END AS A SEPARATE 


INSTITUTION. 

The Minister for Finance moved the first 
reading of a bill to transfer the College of 
‘Science and the Albert Agricultural 
to University College, Dublin, and to pes 

inancial and other provisions for the estab- 
lishment of a Faculty of Dairy Science in 
University College, Cork, and to make better 

rovision for the accommodation of the 
National University of Ireland. 

The first reading was agreed to, and the 
second stage was fixed for Tuesday next. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, moved for 
a vote of £91,800 to complete the estimate of 
£169,800 in respect of universities d 
‘eolleges. Under the sub-head for grants undies 
the Universities Act 1908, there was no 
change, he said, in the statutory grants. Under 
Sub-head (B), additional grants, there was 
set down for University Cu, Dublin, a 
sum of £34,000. That represented only a 
part of the year’s provision. 

The transfer of the College of Science 
would not actually take place until the Ist 
October or thereabouts, and the rest of the 
provision for the College of Science was 
shown under its own heading. The annual 
sum represented by the £34,000 was £50,000. 
They had dissected the expenditure that fell 
under the heading of the bolle e of Science, 
and found that the non-agricultural part of 
the work cost only £32,000. That amount 
now went to University College, Dublin. 
Heretofore, between “ecurrent and so-called 
non-recurrent grants there went to Univer- 
sity College, Dublin, £20,000. Adding that 
to the £32,000 on account of the College of 
Science’ gave £52,000. They were actually 
reducing the sum to £50,000. 

LUMP SUM OF £25,000. 

On the other hand, they were giving the 
College a lump sum of £25,000 to pay for a 
debt that was owed by University College, 
Dublin, arising out of the. fact that building 
prices went up during the war, and the sum 
Sn a for building had not sufficed. The 
Exchequer would not lose the whole of the 
£25,000, because under the provisions of the 
bill that had been introduced in the Dail 
that day certain houses that were bought by 
the Senate of the University would be sold 
and the proceeds of the sale would revert to 
the Exchequer. In that way it was esti- 
mated that £10,000 would be realised. 

By reason of the amalgamation it would 
be possible for the institution to effect some 
Savings at once, and further savings as 
vacancies occurred. and as a certain amount 
of duplication could be eliminated. In con. 
sequence, at no cost to the State, a certain 
substantial sum would accrue to the Univer- 
sitv for the development of its work. 

n regard to University College, Cork, 
there was an increase, as compared with last 
year, of £8,000. Since the value of money 
had fallen so sharply, that College had not 
been able to carry on with the sums it was 
receiving from the State. It had developed 
very substantially since the original endow- 
ment was fixed. Originally it Fad £20,000, 
and in recent vears it was given £12,000 
additional. Owing to the great increase in 
the cost of living the staff had to be given 
bonuses, and thé non-salaried staff had to re- 
ceive higher wages, with the result that in 
the last three years or so the Gollege had ac- 
cumulated a debt of £15,000, which it was 
now proposed to wipe out. There was another 
substantial sum due by the College, which 
had arisen out of the purchase of a playing 
field; but it was the Government’s view that 
the College itself ought to find means to 
wipe off that debt. 


TO KEEP OUT OF DEBT. 

Actually it required an increase of £5,000 
to enable the Cork College to pay its way 
and carry on without being obliged to fall 
into debt. — There were very necessary de- 
velopments “in the work of the College that 
necessitated an additional sum, such as pro- 
vision for the teaching of Irish and of sub- 
jects through Irish. That necessitated an 
position of £1,500 or thereabouts to the sum 

y which it was otherwise necessary to in- 
crease the annual grant. In addition, 
£1,500 or £2,000 had been given for the 
general purposes of the College. 

The Colleges—both Dublin and Cork--had 
agreed that they would not make any further 
application to the State for a period of at 
least five years, and would definitely carry on 
their work without piling up debts which 
they might look to the State to liquidate at 
a later date. 

He felt that the increases proposed were not 
excessive, but were due, having regard to the 
development of the Colleges, to the increase 
in the number of students, the fall in the 
value of money, and consequently increased 
charges on the institutions. 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell complained that 
neither in the Minister’s statement nor in the 
estimates had there been any mention cf 
Galway College. He was not objecting to 
substantial grants being made to Cork or 
Dublin, but when it came to giving grants 
according to the necessities of the cise there 
should not be unfair discriminations azainst 
the western College. 

NEW FACULTY SUGGESTED. 

Mr. P. O’Maille, speaking in Irish, sup- 
ported the protest against the treatment of 
Galway College. He suggested that a Faculty 
of Agriculture should be established in that 
College. 

Mr. Sears said that it was a matter of 
public knowledge that the Professors in Gal- 
way College were not half-paid. It was u 
to the Government to find a specialised les 
for Galway College. It had been suggested 
that that College should be selected for the 
study of the Insh language. 

Mr. Blythe said that he did not refer to 
Galway College, because in the estimate there 
was no provision for any change. He believed 
that that College couid do work of great 
national value, especially in connection with 
the Irish language. It was not merely a 
matter for the Government, but for the 
College, to think out proposals and to put 
them up. There had been a sort of commis- 
sion, composed mainly of representatives of 
Galway College. That commission had re- 
ported, but. nobody who read that report 
could, fail to see that it was a disappointing 
document. It did not indicate that the 
authorities of the College were really in 
earnest. The only thing that they were in 
earnest about was in getting money. 

He did not think that they were in earnest 
about doing special work to get that money, 
and so fart as he was concerned he did not 
think it would be a wise course to maintain 
it as a sort of toy College. If the people 
concerned would only devise the best scheme 
for doing the special work that that College 
could do; they would find the Government 
not the least adamant or difficult to deal 
with. 


CORK GOES AHEAD. 

What was being done for Dublin was not 
costing the Government anything. They did 
something for Cork, but as a matter of fact 
Cork had got ahead of Galway on the ques- 
tion of Irish, and generally it seemed that in 
Cork they were rather more in earnest and 
more alert in the matter of putting up ‘he 
right schemes to bring in money. 

If there was to be a future for Galway 
College, it must make itself distinctive and do 
work that could not be done so effectively 
elsewhere. 

There was no down on Galway, which 
had only to put before the Government some 
ractical scheme, good in itself, which could 
bo -abtidfactorily worked. The facts of the 
situation had to be faced. As it stood, 
Galway College was not so important as the 
colleges in Dublin and Cork. It now had 
its opportunity in the national policy in re- 
gard to the Irish language, and it was 
along that line that it should seek its special 
work. Research was proceeding, but it had 
not reached the point that it could appear on 
the estimates. The report of the conference 
was dated April 16 last, and it was evident 
that the subject could be dealt with only by 
supplementary estimate.

FINANCE DEPARTMENT. 


SAFEGUARDING THE. PUBLIC 


PURSE. 

Mr. Blythe moved the vote of £59,984 for 
“the salaries and expenses of the office of the 
Minister for Finance. He said that there 
was mo great change in the estimate this year. 
a reduction from £11,458 last year 
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£1,700, and the Secretary to the 
ceiving £1,500 a year, together with £239 


us. 

Mr. Wilson—The Minister does not pay in- 
cume tax on his allowance as a deputy, and 
that balances it. 

Major Bryan Codper—Against that, the 
Secretary is a permanent official and the 
Minister is not, and the Secretary has pen- 
sionable rights which the Minister: has not. 

Mr. Norton drew attention to. the Civil 
Service Representative Council, a scheme for 
conciliation promulgated last year under the 
authority of the Minister. he constitution 
of the Council was so narrow that it had 
the effect of keeping out of a so-called con- 
cihation scheme the largest and most 
important staff organisation in the service— 
uamely, the Post Office Workers’ Union. «Any 
organisation in the service having a full- 
time paid official in charge of its affairs was 
not allowed to send that official to the meet- 
ings of the Council. The grievances in the 
Post Office service were largely departmental, 
but there was no provision ip the scheme for 
the setting up of departmental councils. So 
far as the Post Office staff. was -concerned, 
the scheme was of no benefit to them. 

RUMOURS. 

Mr. Heffernan said that statements had 
appeared in a Dublin journal in regard to 
certain public companies with which the 
Minister, by virtue of his office, was con- 
nected. » Rumours had been in circulation in 
connection with those matters, and it would 
be advisable for the Minister to make a clear 
and implicit statement on the subject. He 
mentioned the National "and B and the 
Industrial Trust Co. of Ireland as two of 
the financial institutions referred to. The 
deputy quoted extensively from the printed 
statements, in which it was alleged that men, 
who were directors of those companies, used 
their position to make loans to private com- 
panies with which they were connected. 

WHITLEY SCHEME. 

Mr. Blythe, replying on the discussion, 
said that there could bs no question of in- 
terfering with the bonus of any civil ser- 
vants. In reply to Mr. Norton, they did not 
allow full-time representatives who were not 
civil servants to attend the representative 
council on behalf of any union, because they 
believed that the private ne, pet meeting 
his employés, was not a parallel case with a 
civil servant meeting another civil servant. 
That was their objection to Whitleyism in 
the Civil Service. A civil servant of a cer- 
tain grade, representing the State as against 
the staffs, was not at all in the position of a 
private employer fighting for his own profits, 
and it was not right to put civil servants in 
that position up against a sort of opposition 
that the private employer might well be ex- 
pected to contend against. 

Their view was that Departmental Councils 
on ‘the Whitley system had involved great 
waste of time, and even a searthing out of 
grievances, and that there were no results 
commensurate with the loss of time. The 
civil servants who represented the State on 
the Councils were not in a position to give 
away anything. Whitleyism in the service 
was largely a pretence. Without any De- 
artmental Councils there was reasonable 
a eoinih of aceess, personal access, to the 
head of the department by representatives ci 
the staff, and with that they got all that 
could be got out of Whitleyism, without the 
many disadvantages of Whitieyism in the 
service. 


QUESTION OF LOANS.. 


MINISTER’S CRITICISM OF AN 


ARTICLE, 

With regard to the article referred to by 
Mr. Heffernan, Mr. Blythe said that he had 
not studied the matter with great care, but 
the article seemed to be hbellous in inten 
tion, and he was confirmed in that when he 
heard the deputy drawing certain, wrong 1n- 
ferences from the article. He had said that 
the Kilteragh Development Company had 
horrowed money on a Government guarantee, 
but there was no question of any Govern- 
ment guarantee on the part of the Trust. 
He could hardly go over the article in detail, 
and he did not know whether all the state- 
ments were facts. 

Mr. Smith-Gordon was not, as he under- 
stood, interested in the Kilteragh De- 
velopment Company when Sir Horace 
Plunkett decided, instead, of rebuild- 


fing his house, which had been burned, to 


develop the estate certain people were ap- 
pointed directors of the company formed for 
the purpose, but they had no interest in it, 
or only a nominal interest. As a mere 
matter of business fhey approached the In- 
dustrial Trust Company, most of the capital 
in which was to be put up by private 
people—the Government had put up less than 
a third of the capital, because they wished 
private people to invest in such an institu- 
tion. The Government had felt that there 
was a certain need for such an institution, 
and they had put up £50,000 in order, to 
induce other people to put money in. 


ORDINARY BUSINESS. 

The Industrial Trust. Company, over which 
the Government had no control whatever, 
and for which it was not responsible in any 
other way, lent money to another institution 
as an ordinary business proposition. Every- 
body knew that it was an ordinary arrange- 
ment that, where directors of a banking 
institution were not whole-time officers, they 
were always directors of other things: they 
generally were engaged in numerous com- 
mercial enterprises. Mr. Smith Gordon was 
not on the Industrial Trust Company as a 
nominee of the Government. Two directors 
were nominated by the Government, but Mr. 
Smith Gordon was not one of them. 

Mr. Smith Gordon was a director of the 
Irish Glass Bottle Company, because, again, 
that was an institution that was recon- 
structed on getting a loan, and he was there 
for the purpose of giving additional security 
to the Industrial Trust Company, which ad- 
vanced the money. 

It was difficult for him (the Minister) to 
discuss these matters, because some of them 
originated when he was a director of the 
Land Bank. He had been appointed by the 
late General Collins as a director, and he had 
acted as a director until he became Minister 
for Finance. Since then he had not touched 
the business of the Bank; he had not at- 
tended meetings of the board of directors, 
and he had received no information as to the 
business done by the board in connection 
with private cases. 

ACCOUNTS TRANSFERRED. 

In an. early stage of the work of the 
National Land Bank the Belfast boycott was 
instituted. Mr. James Douglas's firm at 
that time banked with the Ulster Bank. 
The late Mr. Childers and himself (Mr. 
Blythe) asked when that firm, like many 
a had to transfer from the Ulster Bank, 
that they should transfer their account to 
the National Land Bank, and promised that 
the Land Bank would give them whatever ac- 
commodation they had had from the Ulster 
Bank. Many of the firms which transferred 
their accounts at that time reverted after- 
wards to the Northern banks, but Mr. 
Douglas’s firm did not. 

At a later stage, when Mr. James McNeill 
went to London as High Commissioner, and 
the Chairmanship of the Land Bank became 
vacant, Mr. Douglas was asked to join the 
board. Then, at a certain stage, it was de- 
cided by Mr. Douglas to turn his firm into 
a private company, and certain arrangements 
became necessary with regard to the accom- 
modation which the firm had from the Bank. 

“ There is an attempt in this article,” said 
Mr. Blythe, “ to use a particular form of libel 
towards which smal] and moribund papers are 
prone to fall. There is an attempt to suggest 
that Senator Douglas used his position as a 
Director of the Land Bank in order to get 
accommodation for his private firm from the 
bank. As a matter of fact, that is an entirely 
false suggestion.”’ : 

On the question of the Peugeot tars, again, 
Mr. Blythe continued, it was difficult for him 
to say stáin.

He had recognised for a long time that the 
position of the Land Bank was anomalous: 
that it was a State-owner bank and yet not a 
State bank. It was formed to prevent. the 
national struggle from being chan into a 
land war in 1919-20: <Simce then it had 
simply been carried on as a small bank on 
Vv much the same lines as other banks, 
with this difference—that as the Minister of 
Finance was the holder of the shares the: 
directors were nominated by the Minister 
instead of being elected by. a meeting of 
shareholders. 

NO CHANGE AT PRESENT. 

It had been decided to make no change in 
the position until the Banking Commission 
had presented its report, and stated whether 
it should be continued as a State bank, or 
what function should be assigned to it. As 
in other cases he had mentioned, it had 
been difficult to get people to act as directors 
of the Land Bank, and for a long time 
Senator Douglas had been anxious to Jeave, 
but he (the Minister) had asked him to 
remain until some definite decision was 
reached. 

Since the shares had been transferred to 
the Minister of Finance Mr. McElligott had 
sat on the Board with a sort of watching 
brief. He had no interest in the bank what- 
ever, and no interest in getting business for 
the bank, except to see that State property 
was not frittered away. 

Mr. Heffernan said that the raising of the 
matter had served a useful purpose, use 
it had given the Minister an opportunity of 
dealing with rumours that had been going 
round. 

Mr. Hewat said that the Minister for 
Finance had done very good service as the 
watch-dog of the National Exchequer, and 
deserved a word of praise for the way in 
which he had so sturdily resisted claims put 
forward. 

The vote was passed. 


REVENUE, 


THE COLLECTION OF INCOME 
TAX, 

Mr. Blythe moved for a vote for £466,980 

to complete the sum of £698,980 for the 
cree ta and expenses of the Revenue Depart- 
ment, 
_ He said that in the last two years a great 
increase of work was cast upon the Revenue 
Department by the variouseCustoms duties, 
as a result of the tariffs imposed, and the 
Customs and Excise staffs had had to be 
very considerably increased. Last year and 
the year before the staff had been insufficient 
in numbers and somewhat raw, and a certain 
number of complaints received was due to 
these causes. .At the present time there 
was very little cause of complaint, and he 
had received no substantial complaint for. a 
considerable time. 

The income tax staff had also been labouring 
under great difficulty. They had a tremendous 
amount of arrears, and a great deal of con- 
fusion had arisen owing to the destruction of 
documents. It had been a heavy task to 
collect those arrears, but the main amount 
was. now collected, and he thought that by the 
end of the present financial year very little of 
the old arrears would be outstanding. 

The new arrangement in connection with 
the double income tax would at the beginning 
occasion increased work and some delay, but 
they were satisfied that within a year or so 
a very substantial ease to the revenue staff 
would be brought about, and then they would 
be in & position to set up the nucleus of a 
proper investigation staff. At the present 
time they had. the minimum number of tax 
inspectors at work, and, as a matter of fact, 
but for four inspectors loaned by the British 
the tax could not be collected: They hoped in 
another year to have new men qualified to 
take on the duties of inspectors. | 

CLOSER SCRUTINY. 

They would then be in a position to appoint 
a certain number of inspectors on the work 
of investigation and to deal with cases which 
have had to be passed over without the sort 
of scrutiny that they would like. He believed 
that if there were a sufficient number of tax 
inspectors they would collect a sum of a 
quarter of a million or perhaps three hundred 
and fifty thousand pounds mote and without 
any increase in the rate. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 
REDUOTION OF £50,000. 


The Minister for Finance moved a vote of 
£2,557,300 for old age pensions, made up of 
£2,550,000 for pensions and £7,500 for the 
expenses of the pensions committees. There 
was an appropriation in aid of £200. “The 
estimate showed a reduction on last year of 
£50,000 for the pensions and £200 for the 
committees. 

Mr. Blythe said that the peak number of 
pensioners in the twenty-six counties was 
156,000 in 1912... On March 3ilst last the 
number was about 115,000. The reduction in 
this year’s estimate was based on the calcula- 
tion that the deaths among existing pen- 
Sioners would be greater than the new addi- 
tions, That followed from the decline of the 
pageetee in the last century. 

‘he Government was considering the re- 
ort of the Old Age Pensions’ Commission of 
ast year. There would be no difficulty in 
accepting the recommendations except, per- 
haps, that in which the Commission ex- 
pressed the view that it should be compulsory 
on the Pensions Officer to attend the meetings 
of the Pensions Committee. That récom- 
mendation was causing some little difficulty, 
and they were still examining the question 
whether even if the attendance was not made 
compulsory it would be the general rule that 
the officer should. be present at the meetings. 

DIS \PPOINTED, 

Mr. Morrissey said that it was disappoint- 
ing that the Minister was not able to an- 
nounce a decision on the report of the Com- 
mission, which was in his hands since 
November last. The Commission looked 
upon the recommendation that the officer 
should attend the committee meetings as 
most valuable. They believed that its adop- 
tion would make the administration of the 
Act easier and less costly. 

Mr. A. Byrne said that the fact that there 
was a reduction of £50,000 in this year’s 
estimate was to his mind proof that the 
tightening up of the administration had been 
too severe. In his opinion injustice was 
am done to many poor old ple who 
could not give proof of age. Where there 
was a doubt the benefit should be given to 
the applicant. 

Deputies Colohan, Hall, Nagle, T. Murphy, 
and O'Doherty commented on various details 
of administration. 

Mr. Baxter, criticising the administration 
of the Act, said that undoubtedly the basis 
of assessment in the case of small farmers 
was unfair. If the same were put on all 
stock in the Saorstet as in the case of 
applicants for the old age pensions, then the 
Saorstat would three times as wealthy. 
He also spoke of the difficulty of securing 

ensions for applicants who could not produce 
irth certificates. There should be some 
system of administration which, while satis- 
factory to the department, would be just 
to the claimants, and it was up to the depart- 
ment to find that solution, 

Messrs. Donovan, Doyle ) (eee Corish, 
Gorey, Egan (Cork), McCullagh, all made 
representations to the Minister against the 
stringent nature of the regulations on the

LOCAL LOANS. 


A GOOD BARGAIN WITH 


BRITAIN. ; 

The Minister for Finance moved for the 
sum required to complete the estimate of 
£1,186,900 *‘ to | gréas capital for the Local 
Loans, Fund, and to make repayment to the 
British Government in respect of local loans 
outstanding. ”’ 

Dealing first with the latter part of the 
vote, Mr. Blythe said that hitherto they had 
been paying simply the collection to the 
British Government, with an arrangement 
for expenses. In future, as a result of recent 
discussion with the British Government, the 
arrangement had been come to whereby, in- 
stead of payment, of the amount collected, an 
annuity of £600,000 for twenty years would 
be paid, and the payments falling into the 
Exchequer after that date would go to the 
augmentation of the Free State Fund. 

á was impossible at, the moment, without 
examination of very complicated figures, to 
say what would be the net sum that would 
accrue to the Saorstat Exchequer as a result 
of that arrangement, but, a very substantial 
sum would eventually come. For a consider- 
able time the payments collected by the Free 
State Government—at present the sum was 
estimated at £868,000—would exceed the 
amount of the annuities; but in the later 
part of the twenty years the annuity. would 
exceed the annual sum collected. After that 
the collection would continue to be substan- 
tial for a long time. 

The benefit that would accrue to the Free 
State certainly would be quite substantial, 
running into seven figures. Their claim to 
the arrangement arose from the fact that the 
Local Loans Fund was borrowed at about ó 
per cent., and the money that was now com- 
ing back into the Fund by way of repayments 
could be used in such a way as to earn very 
much more than 3 per cent. 


LOCAL LOANS FUND. 

With regard to the Local Loans Fund, for 
which it, was proposed to provide £500,000, 
as compared with £50,000 last year—on the 
lst April, 1926, there was a balance of ap- 
proximately £49,000. On the Ist April, 
1925, there was £127,000. Fifty thousand 
pounds was provided in the vote last year, 
making a total of £177,000. That meant that 
£132,000 had been issued out of the Fund 
during the past twelve months, entirely in re- 
spect of land loans for fencing, hedging, erec- 
tion of hay barns, and so on, and loans under 
the Drainage Maintenance Act of 1924 (the 
latter amounting to about £70,000). 

In the current financial year it was pro- 
posed to provide £500,000 as a grant in aid, 
making, with the balance, the amount avail- 
able for loans to be ganctioned during the 
year, £549,000. The allocation was. estimated 
as follows :— 

Land Loans : 

Drainage Maintenance Act 
Arterial Drainage Act 
Dublin Reconstruction Act 
Local Authorities 


PUBLIC HEALTH WORKS. 

The last item, Mr. Blythe said, referred to 
loans to local authorities undertaking work in 
the the interests of public health—sewage 
works, waterworks, etc. Under the old 
system loans were quite commonly made out 
of the fund. Owing to the attitude of the 
banks—which he did not in any way criticise 
—it was icularly necessary at the present 
time to ¥e-Open the fund for these purposes. 
Short term loang were not always suitable, 
and the necessary works either had been 
in abeyance or had been accomplished under 
the guise of relief schemes, It was much 
more desirable that the works should be 
made possible by the granting of loans than 
that they should have that business of local 
authorities competing for relief ‘grants. i 

It had aot yet been decided whether it 
would be desirable to give loans for housing. 
It would :nean advancing very much larger 
sums than were contemplated at present. It 
would be necessary, he recognised, before 
very long to give advances to local authorities 
in order to enable them to pursue housing 
programmes, but it was desirable, perhaps, 
to leave that change in the Local Loans Fund 
over until they had raised the next. loan. 


RATE OF INTEREST. 

Replying to Mr. Corish, the Minister said 
that the rate of interést charged to local 
authorities would have to be 54 per cent. In 
the past the periods ranged from 20 to 50

years. 
" To Mr. Wilson, he replied that the sum 
outstanding on the British Local Loans Funds 
was £10,352,477 ; but there might be a small 
adjustment required, and if the sum was 
greater they would pay the difference in cash 
this year, in addition to the £600, 

Mr. Wilson said that he did not oppose 
the estimate in any way. It was money to 
be raised in capital for application in useful 
ways. 

Mr. Baxter said that the scheme for the 
advancement of loans to farmers for improve- 
ments should be more elastic. 

Mr. Blythe replying admitted that the old 
fixed limits for loans were sOmewhat too 
rigid, and that some relaxation was desirable. 
They were contemplating a change, although 
it would not be desirable to remove the 
limit altogether. 

Tne vote was carried. 


COMPENSATION. 

Moving that a sum of £1,447,000 be voted 
to complete the sum of £2,170,500 in respect 
of the vote for property losses compensation, 

Mr. Blythe said that the Compensation 
(Ireland) Commission, which issued awards in 
connection with pre-truce awards, had now 
ceased to function. There would consequently 
be no further sum of any great me 
tude required under this head. But the fact 
that there was a substantial sum of £370,000, 
which would not be payable until claimants 
had complied with the reinstatement con- 
dition, meant that the payment under this 
sub-head might be spread over a ¢onsider- 
able period, although in most cases reinstate- 
ment had actually commenced. Those awards 
which were unconditional, it was expected, 
would be completely disposed of before the 
end of the current financial year. Up to the 
present these unconditional awards had borne 
interest at 5 per cent., but by agreement 
with the British Government that interest 
would cease as from the 1st November next, 
and it was expected that the persons to whom 
the awards were made would then proceed to 
reinstatement. 

The claims under the Damage to Property 
Act, 1925, had been disposed of, with the 
exception of about one thousand cases which 
were still to be heard. About 900 reports 
and decrees had been lodged with the Depart- 
ment and not yet discharged.

STABILITY OF PRICE LEVELS. — 

This was not all. It was wwe A Bh 
ning. It was quite as important ir 
Sapiness man’s point of view that he should 
have stability of price levels as that he 
should have unity of standard. Stable 
currency, stable price. level, adherence to 
conservatism in the management of bank- 
ing were unquestionably fundamental prin- 
ciples in sound, safe business. (Hear, 
hear.) There were everywhere in every 
country—in the United States of America 
and in England—two groups, one in favour 
of inflation of ,business and banking, 
and the other of the deflationary type. While 
he could not enter into these questions, be- 
cause of the time they would take up, he 
said that what the business man wanted was 
stable prices. If prices were unduly inflated 
it would exclude hith from a competitive 
market, as the cost of production would go up. 
They would not, however, have this inflation 
and deflation in this country, because it had 
maintained the same unit of value as that 
which prevailed in its markets and in the 
countries’ with which it was closely allied. So 
their interest here was to maintain a low cost 
of production, and stable prices, and to keep 
export prices at a point which would enable 
them to cell largely in other countries. 
(Hear, hear.) 

THE ADVERSE BALANCE. 

At the present moment they had what was 
called an adverse balance of trade. He noticed 
that that was constantly referred to in publi- 
cations, sometimes without very much ex- 
planation. That, to him, seemed to say that 
they were bringing in more than they were 
exporting. Of course the question. was 
raised—what were the things they were bring- 
ing in? .Were they agricultural machinery, 
equipment for the Shannon scheme, or 
materials for building? If they were these 
things, they were an investment of capital. 
If they were articles of a different description, 
the case might be different, and yet, even 
then, if they had a sound, effective banking 
system, that was a matter that might be 
left to the bankers and their system. 

They ‘had such a banking system, one 
which had been carefully developed over 
many years, and which had been carefully 
and efficiently managed. In the United 
States of America they had had some 2,500 
bank failures in the past five years; they 
hal had plenty on the Continent, and even in 
England they had not been unknown; but in 
the Saorstat they had had no bank failures, 
and, in pa of civil strife, the banks had 
functioned successfully. That was a great 
tribute: he did not think that they could 
pay a higher tribute to the banking com- 
munity. it was worthy of their EE sow 
and it would control and stabilise the money 
market, here. 

In the United States of America for a long 
time past they had a progressive movement 
which seemed to be an effort at nationalisa- 
tion. In connection with banking and 
finance, this took the form of attempting to 
regulate the profits of various institutions. 
When the effects were analysed, it was found 
that those efforts increased costs. In the 
case of an insurancé company they raised the 


rices of the policies; or in the case of banks | 


ey raised the interest charged on Joans. 
It proved that no. man could raise himself 
by tugging at his own bootstraps; so, if they 
insisted on inflation, they would raise the 
interest on loans. 

Conditions. in Ireland were in the making. 
They had embarked on a new national ex- 
istence; they were not committed to any 
economic policy. If they considered these 
things in the light he had just suggested, 
they would find that it was easy to stimulate 
business by raising prices and by making 
State loans, but that the resulis did not 
last long, and*the ultimate result was greater 
— 

ferring to interest rates on loans, Pro- 
fessor Parker Willis said that every business 
man wanted a low rate of interest. He 
should be more interested in the maintenance 
of a stable and equitable rate of interest, 
as, provided it was stable and equitable, it 
d'1 not matter so much whether it was high 
or low. They had much lower rates of in- 
terest here than in Germany, France, or 
Russia, because where inflation existed the 
banker had to have some insurance against 
the depression of his money while it was out 
on loan. 

The United States was ordinarily spoken 
of as being enormously wealthy, and particu- 
larly as making an exorbitant claim upon 
other countries. The authorities at Wash- 
ington estimated their present holdings of 
foreign securities at about 20 billion doilars, 
or an equivalent of approximately 200 dollars 
for each of their 100 millions of population. 
Of this sum, about one-half was represented 
by the so-called “‘ war debts,” of which can- 
cellation was being constantly urged, thereby 
leaving about 100 dollars of foreign public 
holdings for each member of the population 
of the United States. 

HOLDINGS AND FAITH. 

He estimated the foreign holdings of the 
Saorstat at the present moment as being 
about 150 to 170 dollars per capita. Even a 
smal] portion of these funds, if called home 
and devoted to local development, would en- 
sure the provision of all of the capital that 
could reasonably be wanted in this countrv. 
Their banks carried £75,000,000 in British 
Government securities, and their smaller 
savers had £6,000,000 in the British Postal 
Savings Bank, and about £1,000,000 in British 
securities, held by local savings banks to 
which they had entrusted hile Neel Such 
a result could be obtained only through the 
development of a far greater faith in the 
future, far greater determination to rake 
Irish industry successful, and through far 
greater and more positive determination to 
sink or swim along with it. 

What would be done in all these particulars 
was very largely to be determined Ly the 
business community. The business man was 
neither an idler, drawing his support from in- 
vested funds, nor a revolutionary, obtaining 
his income from disturbance, “His interest 
was neither vested nor the reverse of vested. 
It was found in making the processes of 
industry and trade safe. He did not. need to 
worry about the services of titles to pro- 
perty, so mach as about the process of creat- 
ing and building-up property. The bank was 
the process by which the activities of :udustry 
were carried out, and the business man’s 
interest in banking was found in making it 
as safe, as wise, and as conservative as was 
consistent with a steady forward movement. 
He was, if anything, more interested in his 
own banking than the banker, more deeply 
concerned in the safety of deposits than the 
depositor, and more likely, if he would, to be 
& judge of financial a, and method than 
the technical financier. He owed it to the 
community to develop himself along those 
lines, and to furnish the best of all safeguards 
against extravagance, inflation and unwise 
method—the existence of a sane public spirit 
He did not know any body which was better 
fitted to supply this want than their own 
body. (Applause.)

The public school spirit, he said, is held 
by many to have been responsible for much 
of the brighter and nobler side of our imperial 
history, and St. Columba need not hide her 
head when her deeds for the Empire are 
compared with those of some of the greatest 
public schools within the British Common- 
wealth. The public school spirit is love of 
truth, love of loyalty to recognised authority, 
of self-sacrifice in the interest of King, 
eountry, and school; subordination of self to 
the communal good—such are some of the 
principal features of the public school spirit ;

the most prominent and noticeable ones. 

It is the duty of all to learn everything 
they can about the country of their birth. 
Ireland possesses an ancient history. All 
should be proud of it, and determined to du 
all they can for the Dominion in which they 
live, so that its future history may not be 
unworthy of those whose deeds and writings 
gave a world renown to the famous Island 
of Saints.

It is so seldom that Europe's difficulty is 
Ireland's opportunity “that the Irish pig- 
bweeder of to-day, in his anxiety to work up a 
basic Irish industry, may put:on a bigger 
hustle than is expedient so.as to make his 
gains out of the fact that foot-and-mouth 
disease has invaded Scotland from the Nether- 
lands and the prohibition of possibly tainted 
imports from the Continent. In our opinion, 
the Irish farmer would do well to look before 
he leaps when laying his plans to capture the 
British pig, bacon, and pork market. Never- 
theless, we desire to see the biggest pro- 
portion of the British import filled by Irish 
produce. It is an anomaly, which never 
should have occurred, that Saorstat Eireann 
should have produced only about 6 to 7 per 
cent. of the British import in the four months 
January to April last, inclusive, ‘whilst Den- 
mark produced 50 per cent. of it. It is true 
that fluke and other causes have to a con- 
siderable extent denuded our lands of stock, 
but it is mo less true that we have allowed 
the Danes and the Netherlands to capture a 
much bigger proportion of this trade than it 
is to our interests to lose, and ‘that some of 
it was unnecessarily lost. What matters now, 
however, is how to relay effectively, ex- 
peditiously, and permanently, one of the 
foundations of Irish farming, the export trade 
in pigs and pig products. It is because we 
desire that expedition and permanence may 
go hand in hand that we venture on, if not a 
warning, at least a cautious note in what

A Golden Opportunit y. 


This is not the first time that some other 
people's difficulty has been our opportunity, 
lor, 1f we fail to make good over it, will it 
be the first time the golden opportunity has 
been lost. In a sense. indeed, we have a 
golden opportunity all the time. Contiguity 
to Britain is not, it must be owned, the asset 
it once was, nor is the fault altogether ours. 
Modern transit has brought Denmark almost 
as near to Britain as Ireland is, and is 
bringing the Canadian exporter close upon 
the Dane’s heels. Nevertheless. there are cer- 
tain palpable advantages in even a slightly 
closer contiguity, and here is an occasion to 
transmute advantage, which is but potential 
gain, into profit, which is actual gain. Now. 
what we rather fear is that this right thing 
may be done in a wrong way. In-the war we 
had a@-unique chance of proving that no other 


couftry produces as attractive natural food 
as we do in butter, bacon. eggs. We let it 
slip. We produced some excellent produce, 
some second grade, a good deal that was in. 
different. Now, since occasion is ready again 
to serve us, we must not repeat the blunder 
of exporting inferior produce when we can 
easily produce the Best. There may well ba 
temptation to do it. We may find a readiness 
on the part of British buyers to pay what wat 
previously top price for second quality, If 
that temptation is resisted and a persistent 
effort is made to put the best finish on our 
porcine produce, and so export only that, we 
may, and should, do better in respect of price 
than we did in the past; but, even at the risk 
of getting no better price, the farmer and 
the bacon curer must conspire, not to bam- 
bcozle John Bull into the belief that Ireland 
is the source to which to look for his best 
supplies, but to prove to him that that belief 
is rooted in reality, 


Increased Output Needed. 


This’ ‘‘conspiracy”’ (equally to our cus- 
tomers’ advantage and to our own) should he 
easy where the farmer and the curer are in 
effect one person. For this reason, we hope 
exporters like Irish Meat, Ltd., the Roscrea 
Bacon. Factory, and the Wexford Bacon 
Factory will perfect their machinery, and, if 
necessary, develop their methods, increase 
their output (whose quality is not in ques- 
tion), and expand their market. Co-operation 
has thus a unique chance. «This, of course. 
also applies to our Limerick, Cork, and 
Waterford curers, whose well-established re- 
putations can, we hope, be still further en- 
hanced. It is not, however, of those firms 
with a standard tradition that we set out to 
write. They will doubtless adapt the new 
conditions to their own big possibilities, and 
if they can produce a supply equal to the de- 
mand they will increase their present high 
reputations. It is rather of the farmer himself 
we are thinking. Where he has no enterpris- 
Ing co-operative society or no old-established 
curer to lay down a standard which he should 
work to, it is of the greatest importance that 
he should make a study of the needs of our 
British neighbours. He should produce, not 
merely what they will buy if there is a 
scarcity of supply, but what they will want 
Lo eat, or if it is raw material—the pig him- 
self—what their finishers or their curers will 
want to work upon, and their consumers wil] 
want to buy permanently after this phase in 
the bacon business is over. This is the only 
way to establish a firm grip on the British 
breakfast table, a grip we allowed to relax a 
few years ago. Bessie Committees should 
keep in close contact with the Department’ s 
instructors, and even the individual farmer 
should keep an alert ear for the best infor- 
mation he can get from “ the Department 
men “” ail! an elert eye for the points of the 
tiost favoured type of pig. 

A Warning. 

These . cautionary suggestions require 
perhaps one even more definite warning 
added. Until .our Continental com etitors 
recover themselves, our farming will “run 
to.” pig-keeping. Supply may easily fail to 
keep pace with demand. ‘In’ the hurry 
to capture again some of the lost 
ground, not merely may second rate 
produce be raised and the haste to make up 
the desired quantity lead to partial neglect 
of quality in pig or pork, but hopes may be 
raised of getting rich quick, which, if not 
speedily realised (and they may not be), will 
turn to disillusionment. There is, indeed, no 
time to lose in recovering past losses, but 
we must not sacrifice ultimate prospects to 
immediate gains. What farmers well may 
argue with themselves is that, if mixed farm. 
ing, the rearing of pigs, a little dairying 
(with separated milk to help in the feeding), 
the production on the farm of what. the stock 
will consume is considered as a whole, they 
need not feel despair. of the future, even 
though a temporary boom in pigs should not 
prove permanently continuous. What should 
be aimed at is a gradual rehabilitation of the 
whole industry of the farm. It should not be 
begun in haste and repented of at leisure. 

[t would: be better to have the leisure ‘at 
the beginning, just enough of it. to think out 
the problem of pig rearing as one factor in 
a whole policy. We believe the promised 
boom can Be made a basis for permanent 
advantages to Irish farmers, but we do not 
anticipate a permanent boom in pigs, or any- 
thing else. Our Continental competitors are 
too energetic, intelligent, and alert not to 
find some means of compensating themselves 
for the present temporary set-back to their 
plans as exporters; and what we should 
make of our present exceptional opportunity 
is a basis for permanent improvement in our 
methods all round. While exploiting the pig 
to the limits of his ability to provide us 
with purchase instalments, rates and other 
unavoidable outgoings. let us not fcrget that, 
in. some measure, all pigs—under modern.

NO FOREIGN CARCASES. 


As our readers are aware, investigations into 
the recent outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
disease in Scotland have definitely established 
the fact that one of the most dangerous 
sources of the introduction of the disease into 
Great Britain has been from animal carcases 
imported from the Continent. After careful 
consideration the Government has decided 
that there is no alternative but to prohibit 
the importation of carcases from the Continent 
as the only means of preventing this risk. 

This Order prohibits the landing in Great 
Britain of a carcase or part of a carcase as 
@efined in the Order, brought from any 
country on the Continent of Europe (other than 
Ireland, the Channel Islands, or the Isle of 
Man). The only exceptions from this prohibi- 
tion are— 

(a) Fully cured bacon and ham, lard, or 
rendered fat, cooked or preserved meats 
or meat essences; an 
Hides and skins which have been dried, 
dry-salted or wet-salted. In the cases 
of wet-salted hides or skins they must 
be accompanied by a certificate to the 
effect that they have been wet-salted 
for a period of fourteen days. 

The term “ carcase’’ for the purposes of 
this Order means the carcase of any cattle, 
sheep, pigs, or goats, and includes meat, 
hides, skins, hair, bones, bonemeal, hoofs, 
hooffmeal, horns, hornmeal, offal, blood, dried 
blood and blood meal, or any other part of a 
carcase separately or otherwise or any portion 
thereof.

GETTING RID OF YELLOW 
WEED. 


tillage, the troublesome| yellow weed, known 
as charlock or preshaugh, is too much in evi- 
dence this season. As this an: annual 
plant, every effort should be made to prevent 
it seeding ; and, as a further precaution, care 
should be taken in the selection of seed oats 
and barley to procure seed that is free from 
weeds. If permitted to grow unchecked, 
charlock will smother the grain or flax crops 
amongst which it appears, while drawing 
freely on the food and moisture reserves of 
the soil. It is also responsible for the per- 
petuation of-finger and toe disease’ in turnips 
because of its nature. 

lí. a braird of corn is harrowed during fine 
weather when -the weeds are small the ma- 
jority of the weed plants will be killed; but 
where the charlock has gained headway the 
most successful method of destruction is to 
spray with a solution of copper sulphate 
(bluestone). 

Lhe best results will generally be obtained 
by. spraying either before the rough leaves 
have formed a flattish rosette, or when the 
flowering stem has lengthened or just before 
flowering occurs, When spraying is done be- 
fore the weeds have got very large 60 gallons 
of copper sulphate solution will he sufficient 
for one statute acre. When, however, spray- 
ing has been delayed until the flowering stage 
it is advisable to use 70 to 80 gallons per 
statute acre. R 

An ordinary cart potato spraver is most 
suitable for the purpose, and the solution 
generally is that known as a 3 per cent., pre- 
pared as follows:—Put 38 gallons of water 
[rain water preferably) in a 40-gallon barrel. 
Dissolve 12lb. sulphate of copper in two 
gallons of boiling water and transfer to the 
barrel. Wooden vessels only should be used, 
and care should be taken in handling, as the 
solution is poisonous to stock.

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DOES POULTRY-KEEPING 
PAY?

With reference to the article on egg re- 
cords which recently appeared in the 
fria, Times, a Dun Laoghaire correspondent 
States, after 50 years’ experience, that there 
is no money to be made out of poultry. The 
best hens ever hatched will not, he says, lay 
over 100 eggs under ordinary conditions. 
These are worth not more than one penny 
each. For nine months of the year the best 
selected eggs are sold in the Dublin market 
at about 12s. per 120. If fed on the inten- 
sive system, and fed exclusively on pou}try 
food prepared by an expert, the best hens 
could be made to lay 200 eggs, worth /16s. 
The food will cost 15s. per bird, and to 
mind one hundred birds properly when \con- 
fined takes up most of one’s time. 

In a flock of 50 birds, our correspondent 
says, there is probably not more than one 
hen which should be selected to breed trom. 
There are many pure-bred Leghorns and 
Wyandottes which would never lay more 
than 70 eggs in a year. Unless of a good 
strain, laying poultry are worthless. 

Our correspondent adds -that a male bird 
should not be allowed to run with the laying 
hens, The hens should be confined to the 
house on cold and wet days, and corn should 
be sprinkled lightly in the litter so that the 
birds must exercise when feeding. The best 
bird in + flock is always up first in the 
morning and last to perch. As a rule no 
bird should be kept on over two years. 


HANDLING OF WOOL. 


As is well known, the conditions under 
which wool. is produced and prepared for 
market has an important bearing on its 
value. Among the causes which lower the 
market value of wool are the following :—The 
presence of tar or paint marke on the fleece ; 
dampness, dirt stuins, or discolouration in 
the wool; carelessness in shearing; the in- 
clusion of broken portions with whole fleeces ; 
careless methods of rolling fleeces; the use 
of binder twine or cord in tying fleeces; the 
use of unsuitable dips.

| THE MODERN COW 
BARN—I.

It. is deplorable that in the matter of hous- 
ing the cow has been hitherto neglected, and 
the cow barns throughout the country, as a 

eneral rule, are very much out of date. 

ostly they are narrow, dark, and badly 
ventilated—badly arranged, wasteful in 
labour and feod, practically impossible to 
keep clean and sanitary, and, as naturally 
follows, the cows are often filthy. All this, 
and more, is painfully true; but the farming 
community are waking ur to the position, 
and here and there efforts are being made to 
improve the housing conditions of cattle. 

here are two types of cow barn—single 

and double, and of the latter there are two 
different internal arrangements possible. 

The single cow barn is not so economical 
in building, or in labour of cleaning, etc, 
as the double barn; but for various reasons 
it suits best in some cases. A.modern single 
cow barn should be 18’ wide in the clear in- 
side, made up of a feeding passage, 4’ wide; 
manger, ó” ó” widé; cow stand, 5’ wide; 
manure channel, 2’ wide, and milking 
passage, ó 9” wide—total, 18’. 

The double cow barn can be arranged in 
two ways—‘‘head to head,’’ with central 
feeding passage, or “ tail to tail,” with cen- 
tral cleaning passage. There is something to 
be said for each, but weight of opinion is 
now decidedly in favour of “tail to tail” 

lanning, and this I deal with only. This 
bas should be 35’ 6” wide in the clear 
follows:--4”, feeding 


inside, made up as 
passage; ó' ó”, manger; 5, cow stand; 2’, 
manure channel; 3’ 6”, to centre line of 
cleaning passage, totalling 17’ 9”, which, 
multiphed by 2, gives a total width of 35’ 6”. 

Reasons of economy—exigencies of site or 
breed of cows—may make it necessary to 
vary foregoing measurements. Thus the feed- 
ing passage may be reduced to 3’ 6” wide 
and the manger to 3’ wide; but these re- 
ductions are not recommended. 

The feeding passage should return at both 
ends, and should lead directly to the food. 
mixing room. In very large cow barns inter- 
mediate alley ways are desirable—these save 
time in getting about, and facilitate feeding 
and cleaning, and also help in stalling up 
the cows. 

The feeding passages should be shut off at 
the returns with swing gates of galvanised 
steel tubing, so that the cows cannot stray 
around into these passages. 


Width of Cow Stand. 
The width of cow stand at 5’ 0 gaits the 


average-sized cow; extra big cows require a 
little more and small cows a little less. A 
proper width of cow stand is of the greatest 
importance, and the cow should be so 
fastened that she lies down exactly where she 
stands, or á ‘little forward if possible. The 
idea, of course, is that, as the cow stands, 
all droppings should fall directly into manure 
chesinel so that the cow lies on a clean bed 
and so keeps herself clean and also saves 
bedding. 

Fer use with the modern cow yokes there 
is a patent adjustment attached to the top 
horizontal rail, by which cows can be brought 
up or kept back on cow stand to suit size; 
this is a very useful fitment indeed, and 
Should be more generally known. 

To keep the cow in her proper position on 
cow stand there is a high step arranged 
from level of manure channel up to stand; 
this step is often 10 inches high, but is more 
usually 8 inches to 9 inches high. 

The cow stand being right width, the cow 
will: not voluntarily set back into manure 
channel, but will stand with her hind legs 
on edge of cow stand, and all droppings will 
fall directly into manure channel as de- 
sired. 

The usual length of cow stand, to allow for 
each cow, is 3’ 6”, and in the modern cow- 
stall there is- usually a division between each 
two cows; this segregates the cows to a great 
extent, and keeps them quiet. 


Mangers and Passages. 


The mangers should be of Portland cement. 
concrete cast in situ to shape, and finished 
smooth with the steel float: back of manger 
should be 2’ 0” high and front 9” high, with 
a cross division. for each cow, slotted at bot. 
tom for free passage of cleaning water, to 
even fall from end to end of each range of 
mangers. All angles of ‘mangers should be 
boldly rounded off. 

Cow stands, passages and manure channels 
Should all be also of Portland cement con- 
crete, the falls in each case being very care- 
fully arranged, and all should be finished with 
the wood float. The manure channel should 
have a narrow gutter formed at outer side for 
free passage of liquid manure, and the chan- 
nel should fall to this gutter transversely. 
The fall longitudinally of the manure chan. 
re should be not less than one inch in 15 
eet. 

In the double cow barn the centrai passacve 
should have a camber of one inch, sad chao 
be diamorid-grooved on top for safe footing. 
All: internal .angles to floors and main, 
should be coved, and the arrises to channels 
only very slightly rounded off.

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT 
MURDERED -SOLICITOR. 


LAW STUDENT RETURNED FOR 
TRIAL, 
(BEFORE MR. CUSSER.) 

Daniel J. Gleeson, a law student, of Clon- 
liffe road, Dublin, who is charged wiih the 
murder of William J. Ryan, solicitor, in his 
office at Gardiner street, on the Ist ina! ; was 
returned for trial to the next sitting of the 
Central Criminal Court. 

Mr. J. W. Davis, solicitor, prosecuted, and 
Mr. Herbert Hare (instructed by Mr. 
Erskine) defended. 

When the cliarge had been read, Mr. P. H. 
O’Brien, sclicitor, who appeared for the 
accused at the previous hearmg and also 
at the inquest, drew attention to the fact 
that Mr. Erskine had been brought into the 
case, and protested. 

Patrick Sutton, 83 Lower Gardiner street, 
gave evidence of having admitted the accused 
to the house’ at 7 p.m. on June Ist, and of 
having found him in the front office later, 
standing over a man who was lying on the 
floor, and whom he believed to be Mr. Ryan. 
The accused struck the,man on the ground 
with something which he had in his hand, 
and then passed some remark to witness, which 
he could not understand. After the accused 
had advanced a few steps towards him, the 
witness went back quickly, and then left the 
office to inform t' » police. 

Surgeon Keegan, giving evidence of Mr. 
Ryan’s wounds, said that there were 
nineteen in all on the head and face, five 
being on the skull. Extensive hemorrhage 
had set in, and death was due to laceration 
of the brain. 

Replying to Mr. Hare, the witness said 
that any of the wounds on the skull injuring 
the brain would have been likely to cause 
death. 

STATION SERGEANT’'S EVIDENCE. 

Station Sergeant Maher. verified a deposi- 
tion previously made, and added that he 
found a pair of surgical rubber gloves in the 
possession “of the accused, also a piece of 
thin rope. While the witness was. examining 
the rope the accused said: ‘‘I meant to tie 
hira up with that. 1 brought some more in 
a hand-bag.’’ 

When the witness examined the revolver 
which was found,.he saw that the cord at 
the end was saturated with blood. ‘he re- 
volyer was not loaded. The ejector was 
strained, and in the muzzle he found what 
appeared to be a piece of. bone, 

Examining -Mr:-Ryan’s office on the follow- 
ing morning, the witness found a handbag 
lying on the floor. In a hole in the wall he 
found a bullet seven inches from the surface. 

Sergeant Kingston stated that on searching 
the priséner’s room at Clonliffe’ road, he 
found. a revolver case, 

When: Mr. Davis asked that the accused 
be. returned for trial, 

Mr. Hare pointed out that they had been 
trying to get permission for a doctor, who 
had been attending tlie accused, and another 
doctor, to see him in Mountjoy. 

Mr. Davis offered no objection, adding that 
he would facilitate Mr. Havre.

PERJURY CHARGE AGAINST BOY 
Mia WITNESS. 

A charge of perjury was.preferred against 
a bov named James Forbes, who was a wit- 
ness in a case tried at the Central Criminal 
Court on .Tuesday,. in which Patrick 
McNamara, John Irwin and Michael Kennedy 
were charged with having wounded Francis 
Cahir, a farmer, with intent to murder him, 
at Glenquin, near Ennis, on the 26th Novem- 
ber, 1925. 

Superintendent Brady said that the accused, 
as a witness for the prosecution, gave evi- 
dence for the three men, and stated that the 
deposition which he made in the District

SAWMILL PROPRIETOR 
CONVICTED. 


Convicted of taking larch trees from the 
Department of Agriculture's wood at ‘The 
Meetings and converting tnem to his own use, 
Villiam Sheane, sawmill proprietor, Avoca, 
was, at Rathdrum District Court, “sentenced 
by Justice Price to six. weeks’ imprisonment. 
Mr. McCarroll,“or the defendant, gave notice 
of appeal, and the Justice allowed bail. 

Mr. Cullen, State Solicitor, said that the 
Department viewed the case with seriousness, 
as for some years past several hundred pounds 
worth of timber had been taken from the 
Avondale and Meetings Woods. Detailing 
how Guard Dunne located the stumps an 
tracked sawdust and foliage through the wood, 
across the road and into defendant’s sawmill 
yard, Mr. Cullen told of the. conversation 
between the two men, and how the Guard 
warned the accused man not to touch a pile of 
larch which was in the yard until he reported 
to his sergeant. The moment the Guard had 
returned to the wood, from which he kept his 
eye on the yard, he saw the workmen take 
away the larch pile, saw it:up and burn it in 


i the engine. Late the same evening the Guard, 


Sergeant Cartwright and Mr. O’Beirne, of the 
Forestry: Department, went to the yard, and 
a piece of the butt of one tree was taken. 
Next day they compared this oe ; with the 
stumps in the wood, and he would produce 
the expert evidence of Mr. O’Beirne to prove 
that this butt corresponded with the. cut ones 
in the matter of age. rings and general texture. 

William Sheane said that he was in the 
timber business. for thirty-five years. He cut 
the four larch trees to a special order and 
gave this information to Guard Dunne. The 
Guard told him to leave out two certain 
ieces, and witness proceeded to burn the use- 
we tops that remained. The Guard took the 
piece of stump that he had himself selected. 
Witness went to Mri O’Beirne to show him 
the stumps, but he shut the door im his face. 
He asked at Rathdrum barrack that the 
sergeant bring the piece taken from his yard 
to compare with the stumps, but the sergeant 
did not turn up. | 

After further evidence had been given, Mr. 
McCarroll (for the defendant) asked if the 
Court thought that those witnesses had ath, come 
deliberately to cheat the ends of justite by 
committing gross and wanton. perjury... He 
did not care about expert evidence, and on the 
weight of evidence he was entitléd to a dis- 
miss.

SUCCESSFUL.DAY AT ST. 
HELENS. 

The heavy showers of the later afternoon 
notwithstanding—and they threw a damper 
upon the show just at the wrong moment, the 
period when the jumping competitions were 
in full swing—the Sixth Annual Pony Show 
was a complete success, There was no fault 
to find witn the weather of the forenoon and 


early afternoon; indeed, there was no sign 
then of any kind of rain, and everything 
went off well and to schedule. 

. There: are no better qualified: judges in 
Ireland than the two on whom the bulk of 
the work fell on Yyesterday—vi., the Hon.
